FBI To Slash 
Staff To Meet 
Cut Budget 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 7-u*-T he 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
with personnel recently at peak 
levels, has begun a gradual reduc 
tion of staff to get its payroll with­ 
in the limits of current appropria 
tions. 
Bureau officials said the cut can 
be carried out without interference 
with vital internal security tasks 
because some of FBI’s routine in­ 
vestigations of applicants for gov­ 
ernment jobs have been shifted to 
the Civil Service Commission. 
A bureau official said in response 
to inquiries that no frings are in 
progress or planned. The FBI 
is 
simply depending on the normal 
number of resignations, without re 
placements, bringing the payroll 
into line with available funds inside 
the next few months. 
During this freeze on new ap­ 
pointments, the bureau has like­ 
wise suspended staff transfers on 
its own motion from one grade to 
another which might involve higher 
pay. Employes who might normal­ 
ly rate such promotions are being 
placed on a list for later recogni­ 
tion. However, routine advance 
ments from one grade to another on 
the basis of time served, as prov id­ 
ed by the Civil Service statute, will 
continue. 


Another Spud 
Shortage Is 
Seen Possible 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 7—(JwThere 
may be another potato shortage 
next spring, the Agriculture Depart 
ment said Tuesday. 
Basing its outlook on the Sept 
crop report, the department said 
for 1953 as a whole, however, farm 
ers probably will produce more po 
tatoel and other fresh market crops 
than in 1952 if the weather is aver 
age or better. 
It added that supply and demand 
prospects indicate prices will aver 
age slightly below this year’s lev 
els. 
A seasonal drop in potato prices 
is expected when the 1952 late crop 
begins to move in volume, the re 
port added. 
Next year’s production of truck 
crops may be larger than this year 
when unfavorable weather in some 
areas reduced the yields, causing 
alternate periods of glut and scar 
city and sharp price variations, the 
department said. 
Because of relatively high prices 
received for most truck crops 
the last two years, the department 
predicted growers likely will at 
tempt to produce at least as large 
a volume as this year and in that 
event grower and consumer prices 
probably will average a little lower 
than in 1952.

SEOUL, Oct. 7—.P—Allied infan­ 
trymen Tuesday beat back 15,000 
screaming Chinese Reds, charging 
in human waves, in the biggest co­ 
ordinated Communist attack in Ko­ 
rea in at least a year. 
Fighting was brutal. The Reds 
threw men. tanks and artillery 
Into the battle, spread over two- 
thirds of the 155-mile battlefront. 
But the Allies had known for 
three days of the attack and were 
ready for the assault. 
The U S. Eighth Army said the 
massive Red assault captured sev­ 
en hill positions, but the Allied de­ 
fenders stood their ground at most 
places. The Army added that many 
hundreds of Red were killed. 
Allied warplanes roared over the 
front hitting the Red lines. Pilots 
said they destroyed two Red tanks 
and about 80 bunkers. 
One Allied outfit fought and died 
to the last man in defending a vital 
hill. The number of men, presum -1 
ably not large, was withheld by 
censors,

Basing its outlook on the Sept. I 
crop report, the department said 
for 1953 as a whole, however, farm ­ 
ers probably will produce more po- 
tatoel and other fresh market crops 
than in 1952 if the weather is aver­ 
age or better. 
It added that supply and demand 
prospects indicate prices will aver­ 
age slightly below this year's lev­ 
els. 
A seasonal drop in potato prices 
is expected when the 1952 late crop 
begins to move in volume, the re­ 
port added. 
Next year’s production of truck 
crops may be larger than this year 
when unfavorable weather in some 
areas reduced the yields, causing 
alternate periods of glut and scar­ 
city and sharp price variations, the 
department said. 
Because of relatively high prices 
received for most truck crops in 
the last two years, the department 
predicted growers likely 
will at­ 
tempt to produce at least as large 
a volume as this year and in that 
event grower and consumer prices 
probably will average a little lower 
than in 1952.

SEOUL, Oct. 7— .P—Allied Infan­ 
trymen Tuesday beat back 15,000 
screaming Chinese Reds, charging 
in human waves, in the biggest co­ 
ordinated Communist attack in Ko- ; 
rea in at least a year. 
Fighting was brutal. The Reds 
threw men, tanks and artillery 
into the battle, spread over two- 
thirds of the 155-mile battlefront. 
But the Allies had known for 
three days of the attack and were 
ready for the assault. 
The U S. Eighth Army said the 
massive Red assault captured sev­ 
en hill positions, but the Allied de­ 
fenders stood their ground at most 
places. The Army added that many 
hundreds of Red were killed. 
Allied warplanes roared over the 
front hitting the Red lines. Pilots 
said they destroyed tw'o Red tanks 
and about 80 bunkers. 
One Allied outfit fought and died 
to the last man in defending a vital 
hill.

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Gerhardt Claims Charter Unit 
Story Confused, Explains Duty 


George Gerhnrdt, Circleville city 
solicitor, claiming a recently pub­ 
lished article by the Citizens Com­ 
mittee was “ m isleading/’ issued a 
statement Tuesday “ just for clari­ 
fication and not for argum ent.” 
The point involved covers the 
duties of the city solicitor under 
the present form of city govern- 
.ment and those he would have 
under the proposed charter. 
“ I ’m not making this statem ent 
for the sake of controversy, 
hardt said. “ I only want to 
out certain details that were mis­ 
leading in the piece released by the 
Citizens Committee.” 
The city solicitor's statem ent fol­ 
lows : 
Since reading the piece in Satur­ 
day s issue of The Circleville Her- 


city law s—that is, under city ordi­ 
n a n c e -th e n the city attorney would 
have to advise and possibly prose­ 
cute—either under the present form 
of government or under the c h ar­ 
ter.

I MIGHT say in passing that no 
cases have been brought in recent 
years under city ordinance, and for 
good reason.

standing. 
I want to emphasize tnat, in or- 
ald, I have received a number of der to have a different court and 
inquiries as to the duties of the city 
solicitor under the proposed char­ 
ter.

TO MY MIND, there would be 
under the charter no new’ or differ­ 
ent duties added to what he al­ 
ready has under the present form 
of city government. 
His method of appointment, 
by 
council instead of by election, is the 
only material change affecting the 
city solicitor’s office. 
He will continue to be the legal 
adviser of the Circleville board of 
education in all probability—a de­ 
tail not mentioned in the com m it­ 
te e ’s article. 
The point which I believe 
is 
misunderstood is the fact that, if 
the people of Circleville decide to 
approve the citv charter plan, the 
court setup will not be changed 
from the present arrangement— 
except that the mayor will be 
appointed by council. 
Therefore, since all cases under 
state statutes must be prosecuted 
by the prosecuting attorney, 
t h e 
city attorney will have no power to 
prosecute or advise or do anything 
of the sort in state cases. That is 
the exclusive duty of the prosecut­ 
ing attorney. 
Should cases be brought u n d e r 


procedure, 
the 
state 
legislature 
must approve the creation of a m u­ 
nicipal court here. 
The charter would not do this by 
its passage, and therefore even un­ 
der the charter the city attorney 
would not prosecute any but city 
cases in those coming before the 
mayor.

Eisenhower of giving “comfort” to 
Sovie; Russia by labeling American 
prosperity as war-born. 
Stevenson,

that “there is no greater dis* 
service the Republican candidate 
could do America in its world role 
than to suggest that our economic 
strength at home is a war pros­ 
perity.

George G erhardt, Circleville city 
solicitor, claim ing a recently p u b ­ 
lished article by the Citizens C om ­ 
m ittee was “ m isleading,’’ issued a 
statem en t Tuesday “ just for c la ri­ 
fication and not for arg u m en t.” 
The point involved covers the 
duties of the city solicitor under 
the present form of city govern­ 
ment and those he would have 
under the proposed charter. 
' T m not m aking this statem en t 
for the sake of controversy,’’ G er­ 
hardt said. * I only want to point 
out certain details that were 
m is­ 
leading in the piece released by the 
Citizens C om m ittee.” 
The city solicitor's statem ent fol­ 
lows: 
Since reading the piece in S atu r­ 
day s issue of The Circleville H e r­ 
ald, I have received a n um ber of 
inquiries as to the duties of the city 
solicitor under the proposed c h a r ­ 
ter.

TO MY MIND, there would be 
under the ch arter no new or differ­ 
ent duties added to w hat he al­ 
ready has under the present form 
of city governm ent. 
His method of appointm ent, 
by 
council instead of by election, is the 
only m aterial change affecting the 
city solicitor’s office. 
He will continue to be the legal 
adviser of the Circleville board of 
education in all probability—a d e­ 
tail not mentioned in the c o m m it­ 
te e ’s article. 
The point which I believe 
is 
misunderstood is the fart that, if 
the people of Circleville decide to 
approve the city charter plan, the 
court setup will not be changed 
from the present arrangement— 
except that the mayor will be 
appointed by council. 
Therefore, since all cases under 
state statutes m ust be prosecuted 
by the prosecuting attorney, 
» h e 
city attorney will have no power toj 
prosecute or advise or do anything 
of the sort in state cases. T hat is 
the exclusive duty of the prosecut­ 
ing attorney. 
Should cases be brought u n d e r 


city law s—that is, under city ordi­ 
n a n c e - th e n the city attorney would 
have to advise and possibly p ro se­ 
cu te—either under the present form 
of governm ent or under the char­ 
ter.

I MIGHT say in passing that no 
cases have been brought in recent 
y ears under city ordinance, and for 
good reason. The reason is the city 
has no adequate jail facilities—at 
least none, it seem s agreed by all, 
fit to hold prisoners for any length 
of time. 
I am writing this m erely lo a n ­ 
sw er several questions asked of m e 
since the com m ittee’s article 
a p ­ 
peared, and to correct a m isu n d er­ 
standing. 
I w ant to em phasize trial, in o r­ 
d er to have a different court 
and 
procedure, 
the 
state 
legislature 
m ust approve the creation of a m u ­ 
nicipal court here 
I he ch a rter would not do this by 
its passage, and therefore even u n ­ 
d e r the c h a rter the city attorney 
would not prosecute any but 
city 
cases in those com ing before 
the 
m ayor.

He claims t h e i r 
agents in the field wink at fire haz­ 
ards in order to sell policies on sub­ 
standard properties "before th e 
next fellow beats them to it." 
"It seems their answer to this," 
he said, "is that the property own­ 
er has to pay a higher rate to in­ 
sure places that have Tire hazards. 
In other word*, he has his choice 
of spending money to eliminate the 
fire hazards or just paying a higher 
rate and keeping them as they are. 
"Sure, it’s true that sub-stan­ 
dard properties have to meet a 
higher rate before they get insur­ 
ance. But It’s usually cheaper to 
pay the higher rate than it is to 
make the repairs, and the higher 
rate adds nothing to the commu­ 
nity’s fire protection. 
“ It only means the insurance 
eompa.iy gets more money, while 
the fire hazard remains. 
"Insurance men also say they 
have no authority to walk in a 
place and give orders for the elim­ 
ination of fire hazards. That’s true, 
they don’t. But they surely are al­ 
lowed to point them out, and to do 
a lot more than some of them are 
doing now to have them elim­ 
inated." 
Wise emphasized the fire insur­ 
ance firms “ apparently are not all 
united in this .sort of practice."

THAT MUST HAVE B EE N A moving 
scene as the melodies of Stephen Foster 
resounded through the corridors of Belle­ 
vue Hospital in New York when a plaque 
was unveiled commemorating his death 
there in 1864. Foster was not the first com­ 
poser to die poor and neglected, but h i s 
fate seems to have a special poignance as 
his gracious, tender songs take an e v e r 
firmer hold on the affections of the Amer­ 


ican people. 
It was the American Society of Compos­ 
ers, Authors and Publishers which was re­ 
sponsible for the sentimental gathering at 
Bellevue. When Foster was admitted as a 
patient, he had 39 cents and a little scrap 
of paper in his pocket. On the paper he had 
scribbled the title or theme of a song never 
to be written, “dear friends and gentle 
hearts.” 
Gentle was Foster and gentle is his mu­ 
sic. He had the supreme gift of being able 
to write melodies. When the tune is simple 
and singable, without being cheap; w h e n 
there is appealing sentiment in the words; 
when the combination strikes the popular 
taste, here is real chance of a song’s sur­ 
vival. 
Foster’s music has survived because it 
reached the American heart, where it re­ 
mains. In a clamorous world, Americans 
can still sing “Swanee River” and “Jean- 
nie With The Light Brown Hair.” T h e y 
should be grateful to Foster for this relief.

Harry Truman’s interjection into the 
campaign may produce the effect of a 
Taft-Truman debate which many had hop­ 
ed might have happened for the good of the 
county.

It’s 
still away behind although making 
progress. 
There is always hope in the non- 
Communist world that when Stalin 
died his political heirs will wreck 
the party in their struggle for pow­

As In All Wars, Some GIs

the Korean war, as in all others, 
there are some soldiers who delib­ 
erately wound themselves to get 
out of battle or out of the Army. 
But the Army believes, al­ 
though it can’t prove it one way 
or the other, that the number in 
this war is ccmparatively small

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4-H Founder Urges Caution In School Consolidation Trend 


A. B. Graham 
Warns If Can 
Hit Standards 


Adequate Education 
Of Individual Seen 
Lost In Mergers 


A. B. G raham , founder of the 
nation’s 4-H club activities and first 
director of the Ohio farln extension 
service, urges greater caution 
in 
the growing trend toward consol­ 
idation of high schools. 
Graham, who recently address­ 
ed the annual 4-H barbecue gath­ 
ering in Pickaway County Fair­ 
grounds, warned in a prepared 
statement that “a school can be 
either too small or too large.” 
The nationally known l e a d e r 
taught in rural schools and served 
as 
superintendent 
of 
township 
schools for 17 years. He published 
the first bulletin on consolidated 
schools in 1906 and helped form the 
first plan for junior high schools for 
the National Education Association. 
His statem ent, entitled “ How far 
should high school consolidation 
go?” follows: 


QUITE GENERALLY over Ohio 
the state departm ent of education is 
advocating the uniting of township 
and village high schools, 
leaving 
the first six grades where they 
have been. The research division of 
the college of education 
at 
Ohio 
State university assists in making 
studies to support the need for larg­ 
er high school units. 
The main points presented are, 
first, to lower the average per cap­ 
ita cost; second, to make possible 
the offering of a larger range of 
subjects to be studied. In order to 
secure state aid the local district 
m ust levy for operating expenses a 
stated num ber of mills on every 
taxable dollar In the district. 
There may oe some unreason­ 
ably small high schools in Ohio. Let 
us put enough of them together to 
make a high school (junior a n d 
senior) of say 250 or 300 
pupils 
within contiguous territory. 
Grant that the tuition cost 
per 
pupil may be lessened a very little. 
Grant also that a greater variety 
of subjects may be offered. There 
are other things to be considered. 
The larger the classes the less 
the plodder or slow developer will 
have opportunity to receive per­ 
sonal attention. The tendency of 
many teachers—no, “recitation 
posts”—is to set the rate of prog­ 
ress in a subject by the learning 
ability of the brightest pupils. 
It may be forgotten that every 
plodder or slow developer brings to 
the school’s teaching fund (this 
finds its way into the teacher’s pay 
check). The larger the class 
the 
higher the percent of failures 
in 
term s of grades, and the larger the 
class the less frequent the pupil’s 
opportunity to recite or participate 
in any exercise. 
Participation by 
the 
pupil 
in 
class, laboratory or in recreation is 
the best opportunity to learn. 
In 
fact, understandingly participating 
is one of the best evidences of 
learning. The larger the class the 
few er the opportunities for partici­ 
pation by recitation or dem onstra­ 
tion. 
• • • 
SUCH PARTICIPATION is much 
m ore restricted in supplementary 
high school activities such as de­ 
bating sections, orchestra or bands 


and dramas or plays. The restric­ 
tions are also much greater in such 
gam es as football, basketball and 
baseball. 
Since only a limited number of 
the high school enrollment can he 
used on a debating team or in the 
orchestra or band, or in a play, 
those who arc “ out” are denied the 
| right to participate and to over- 
| come their own shortcomings. 
They become the rooters w h o 
play their part in their im agina­ 
tion. Each one brings in 
s t a t e 
i money, however. 
In a smaller school, most of the 
talent must be used even though 
it may not be all that would be 
desired by the idealist. Our aim 
mav be toward an ideal in an ar­ 
gument, the rendering of a mu­ 
sical selection or in the imper­ 
sonation of a character or in the 
playing of some of the fine points 
of a gam e, but the school should 
be kept in mind as an organiza­ 
tion for the development of its 
pupils—all of its pupils—not a se­ 
lect few. 
t 
A school is not a contest agency 
to make a show of a few. 
The 
word “ educate” comes from two 
words from another l a n g u a g e 
which means ‘to draw out’—draw­ 
ing out of the mind of the individ­ 
ual what powers there may be that 
are susceptible to development. 
A school can be either too small 
or too large for normal teaching to 
take place.

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4-11 Founder Urges Caution In School Consolidation Trend 


A. B. Graham 


Warns It Can 
Hit Standards 


Adequate Education 
Of Individual Seen 
Lost In Mergers 


A. B. Graham, founder of the 
nation’* 4 H club activities and first 
director of the Ohio fartn extension 
service, urges greater cantion 
in 
the growing trend toward consol­ 
idation of high schools. 
Graham, who recently address­ 
ed the annual 4 ll barbecue gath 
ering in Pickaway County Fair­ 
grounds, warned in a prepared 
statement that “a school ran be 
either too small or too large.” 
The nationally known l e a d e r 
taught in rural schools and served 
as 
superintendent 
of 
township 
schools for 17 years. He published 
the first bulletin on consolidated 
schools in 1906 and helped form the 
first plan for junior high schools for 
the National Education Association. 
His statement, entitled “ How far 
should 
high school 
consolidation 
go?” follows: 
• • * 


QUITE GENERALLY over Ohio 
the state department of education is 
advocating the uniting of township 
and village high schools, 
leaving 
the first six grades where they 
have been. The research division of 
the college of education 
at 
Ohio 
State university assists in making 
studies to support the need for larg­ 
er high school units. 
The main points presented are, 
first, to lower the average per cap­ 
ita cost; second, to make possible 
the offering of a larger range of 
subjects to be studied. In order to 
secure state aid the local district 
must levy for operating expenses a 
stated number of mills on every 
taxable dollar in the district. 
There may tx* some unreason­ 
ably small high schools in Ohio. Let 
us put enough of them together to 
make a high school (junior a n d 
senior) of say 250 or 300 
pupils 
within contiguous territory. 
Grant that the tuition cost 
per 
pupil may be lessened a very little. 
Grant also that a greater variety 
of subjects may be offered. There 
are other things to be considered. 
The larger the classes the less 
the plodder or slow developer will 
have opportunity to receive per­ 
sonal attention. The tendency of 
many teachers—no, “ recitation 
posts”—is to set the rate of prog­ 
ress in a subject by the learning 
ability of the brightest pupils. 
It may be forgotten that every 
plodder or slow developer brings to 
the school’s teaching fund (this 
finds its way into the teacher’s pay 
check). The larger the class 
the 
higher the percent of failures 
in 
terms of grades, and the larger the 
class the less frequent the pupil’s 
opportunity to recite or participate 
In any exercise. 
Participation by 
the 
pupil 
in 
class, laboratory or in recreation is 
the best opportunity to learn. 
In 
fact, understandingly participating 
is one of the best evidences of 
learning. The larger the class the 
fewer the opportunities for partici­ 
pation by recitation or demonstra­ 
tion. 
• • 
• 
SUCH PARTICIPATION is much 
more restricted in supplementary 
high school activities such as de­ 
bating sections, orchestra or bands 


and dramas or plays. The restric­ 
tions are also much greater in such 
gam es as football, basketball and 
baseball. 
Since only a limited number of 
the high school enrollment can be 
used on a debating team or in the 
orchestra or band, or in a play, 
those who are “out” are denied the 
I right to participate and to over­ 
come their own shortcomings. 
They become the rooters w h o 
| play their part in their imagina- 
; tion. Each one brings in s t a t e 
money, however. 
In a smaller school, most of the 
talent must be used even though 
it may not be all that would be 
desired by the idealist. Our aim 
mas be toward an ideal in an ar­ 
gument. the rendering of a mu- 
j sieal selection or in the imper­ 
sonation of a character or in the 
playing of some of the fine points 
of a game, but the school should 
be kept in mind as an organiia- 
tion for the development of its 
pupils—all of its pupils—not a se­ 
lect few. 
A school is not a contest agency 
to make a show of a few. 
The 
word ‘‘educate’’ comes from two 
words from another l a n g u a g e 
which means ‘to draw out’—draw- 
i inc out of the mind of the individ­ 
ual what powers there may be that 


J are susceptible to development. 
A school can be either too small 
or too large for normal teaching to 
take place.

THE BRINGING together of dis­ 
ciplinary problems of one 
school 
and those of some others, and the 
individuals participating in uneth­ 
ical practices, gives power to those 
who have little respect for rule* or 
laws. Results: clashes over the re­ 
sults of games: student strikes, us­ 
ually over retaining or discharging 
; coaches or teachers or superintend­ 
ents. . . . 
Schools that are very small pre­ 
sent conditions leading to 
social 
and educational starvation. V e r y 
large ones develop social and edu­ 
cational problems not in 
keeping 
with the money contributed locally 
or by the state. 
Participation in schoolroom ac­ 
tivities and 
in 
recreational 
fea­ 
tures is reduced to a minimum Let 
us pause and think before 
great 
changes are made, especially from 
teaching conditions to transporta­ 
tion problems.
